I have seen no suggestion of any kind of compro- 


mise plan by which the press can be cleansed of the 
policies of the private owners and still be kept free 
of the political bias of the government, which, m that 
case, -.vculd hs-.e the authority to say v,hat rru«ht be 
published and what must be suppressed. I would like 
to hear how this could be done.

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AS THINGS GO IN CHINA 


What has been happening in China is 


a continuous nightmare. 


When the Japs 
took 
Nanking they 


sacked the city. Dost realize what sack- 
ing a city really means? 
No civilized 


army—if the Japs may be so denominated 
—has sacked a city in generations, if not 
centuries. 


To sack a city soldiers turn into beasts. 


Humanity is abandoned. The civil popu- 
lation is put to '.he sword. The work is 
done methodically and carefully. It takes 
time, days, even for an army of 100,000 to 
go through every house, search every cel- 
lar, pull women and children out by the 
hair of the head and cut their throats, 
bayonet old men and shoot babies in their 
cradles. But that is exactly what the 
Japs did in Nanking. The Japanese army 
did not deny the sacking. It did deplore 
the alleged fact that the troops had gotten 
out of the control of their officers. That 
excuse might have been accepted were it 
not that the officers clear to the high 
command had ordered equally shuddering 
atrocities. 


Take the unhappy city of Canton. For 


nearly two weeks without a letup the Japs 
have dumped carloads of high explosives 
into huddling crowds on open streets 
and even onto lashed sampans in which 
poverty stricken Chinese lived on the 
river front. The extent of this attack upon 
merely one city can be realized in the 
casualties. Canton counts its dead by the 
thousands where Barcelona might count 
hers with a few digits. 


The Japanese authorities declare that 


this bombardment will continue "with 
even greater vigor." This frightfulness 
is justified by the advancement of reasons 
that would shame a pickpocket. The true 
reason is the conviction that the spread 
of horror will create such an extensive 
feeling of defeatism among the Chinese 
that the people will cry to their rulers 
to bend the knee in surrender. This is 
probably a mistaken conclusion for if a 
people are not entirely craven such atroci- 
ties will steel them to resist so inhuman 
an invader. 


The Japs, nevertheless, serve a purpose 


in sacking cities and pouring death and 
damnation from the skies. 
They paint 


war in its true colors for the actuality 
it is. 


PART OF THE FARM PROBLEM 
It is incumbent upon those who live 


directly off the soil, farmers, planters and 
the like, to first determine whether the 
Roosevelt plan of crop reduction is either 
practical or workable. The plan was ob- 
viously designed in their interest and in 
their protection. 


What do they think of it? 
Do they 


believe it will work? Are they satisfied 
with its prospects? And always, that re- 
maining critical question, will its seeming 
advantages be smothered and destroyed 
by its apparent disadvantages? 


First of all, what danger do we court 


in attempting by bureaucratic order from 
Washington to control the output of our 
millions of acres? 
Take cotton as the 


first rebel. Last year the American cot- 
ton crop was almost 19 million bales, 
the highest in our history. This unusual 
yield did not result from any extending 
of present plantations. 
The huge crop 


was produced on 34 million 
acres, a 


shrinkage of nine million acres from the 
time of the previous record crop which 
was in 1926. 


And is it not a misiake of the admin- 


istration to assume that if it limits the 
acreage of cotton and if it can even reg- 
ulate the production per acre which in the 
past has ranged from 150 to 267 pounds, 
it still fails to control prices because, in 
order to accomplish that desirable end, it 
must control world production since the 
total world production is what fixes the 
world price. 


And then, assuming that ail these hur- 


dles are leaped in safety, will not the ad- 
ministration be compelled to control world 
demand? For demand has just as much 
effect upon the price structure as supply. 


Even in this depression we already note 


that the amount of flour consumed in our 
own country has been falling because the 
people are not eating as much bread as 
they ate when well employed. 


What will it profit this country to have 


a wheat crop therefore of 750 million 
bushels if the demand for wheat products 
due to unemployment sinks below the ex- 
pectation of the government?

FISHERMEN AND STATE RIGHTS 
Commercial fishermen 
operating on 


Green Bay are to hold a meeting shortly 
for the purpose of uniting to combat that 
provision of the proposed treaty with Can- 
ada which would place these fishermen 
under the jurisdiction of the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries. 


Leading fishermen look with anxiety 


upon the proposal to put them under the 
thumb of Washington. 
They suspect that 


a bureau at Washington may not be as 
responsive to their wishes or their rights 
as a government at Madison. They fear 
they may become enmeshed in red tape 
as disastrously as they aim to net the 
denizens of the deep. 


They are right. And it is time they 


got busy. If they ever get their heads 
into that Washington noose they will have 
become just so many pieces of driftwood 
on a Niagara cataract. 


None of these men would give way to 


anyone else in affection and support for 
his country. They do not hate Washing- 
ton. But as Nordics they appear to have 
an instinctive apprehension about power- 
ful bureaus removed a thousand miles 
from their homes and that may be manned 
by tuna fishers fiom San Diego and mar- 
lin spearers from Galveston. 


And in this very act of theirs, a step 


of superior intelligence, they are illus- 
trating to us the meaning of state rights, 
the form of government that may be cre- 
ated by what \ve could call local au- 
tonomy. 


Wisconsin with its 56,000 square miles 


is just about as big a territorial unit as 
is practical to rule from one spot. The 
more extensively the territory is scat- 
tered and the greater the number of peo- 
ple to be regulated from one capital the 
more injustice is multiplied and the less 
chance is there of an actual, genuine rule 
of the people. 


Today if fishermen, or anyone else 


for that matter, <,ie dissatisfied with their 
laws they do not have to go more than a 
few miles to find a member of the legis- 
lature. And when their views are pre- 
sented before the legislature itself it only 
takes them three hours to present them- 
selves before a legislative committee. This 
picture is three-quarters destroyed by re- 
moving to Washington the problems that 
confront them. 


But fishermen are no different than 


grocers, papermakers or dairy farmers. 
Insofar as it is possible the rights of all 
must be reserved to the states in the effort 
to obtain the nearest approach to justice. 


It is only upon the clear proof that 


some problem demands national action 
that the jurisdiction of the state should 
ever be surrendered. 


Opinions Of Others 


NOT ANSWER TO KIDNAPING 


The finding of thc mutilated Levine boy's 


body and thc kidnaping of little Jimmie Cash 
of Princeton have inspired two bills in con- 
gress making payment of ransom both unlawful 
and punishable by heavy fine. 


Recent kidnapings have shocked and horrifi- 


ed the country. To the death penalty, already 
set up by federal statute against kidnapers, 
Senators Ashurst and Capper would make the 
families of the victim subject to the law by 
paying criminals for thc return of their loved 
one. 


The spirit that prompts the proposed legisla- 


tion is of high purpose. It is clear that the 
kidnaper will not operate unless there is hope 
of collecting large ransom amounts. 


But the mind that can conceive a kidnap plot, 


knows full well that, law or no law, the fam- 
ily of thc victim will pay out everything they 
have on earth for his return. 


The law will not work. It cannot restrain a 


bereaved family from parting with its wordly 
goods for the life and liberty of those near and 
dear to them. 


The proposed legislation is grounded in the 


desire to wipe out thc infamous thing which 
has been a blot on American civilization. Nev- 
ertheless, it runs smack up against fundamental 
human love which in thc crisis will not respect 
it. 


We admire the se:iators for trying to do some- 


thing to put an end to the brutality called kid- 
naping. But making a law to punish a family 
for trying to save a loved one is not thc solu- 
tion.—Miami Herald

SPINACH, CANDY OR MILK? 
Food obsessions are hard to over- 


come. I conceived one about to- 
matoes when I was a kid. Only a 
few years ago I made up my mind 
to eat tomatoes at all costs. I be- 
gan eating tomatoes—when they 
were not too high. I have never had 
any untoward effects from tomatoes, 
so far as I am aware. In fact I'm 
fond of a dash of catsup on. my spa- 
ghetti. Still, I feel now that I have 
done my duty by tomatoes. I'm off 
tomatoes lor the rest of my life. 
I've shown I can take it. Why con- 
tinue to force myself to eat some- 
thing I shall never learn to like? 


For that matter, why should any 


kid be compelled to eat spinach, as 
long as cows continue to give milk. 
As a source of calcium milk has 
spinach backed right off the table. 
As a source of iron spinach is not 
so hot. Now don't get me wrong. I 
like spinach. I go for it whenever 
it is on the menu. But I get no sat- 
isfaction from eating it, other than 
the pleasure of eating what one 
likes. 
Spinach, if you like it, is a fair 


source of iron, a good form of 
roughage or bulk for the intestinal 
tract, a contributor of vitamin C. 
rich in vitamin A. As a source of 
calcium it is far inferior to milk.

it is difficult to see why or how it 
achieved its reputation as a health 
food for children.

Schoenheimer. is one of the prac- 
tical results of heavy water. Heavy 
water contains hydrogen atoms of 
twice normal weight. 


All fat is rich in hydrogen of 


the ordinary sort. When the heavy 
hydrogen is mixed with fat foods.

some of the heavy stuff 
replaces 


the light-weight hydrogen in 
the 


fat. When this fat is fed to animals, 
their bodies use it the same as reg- 
ular fats. 


By mixing just a. little of 
the 


heavy hydrogen 
with food 
fats, 


Dr. Schoenheimer 
was able 
to 


trace the course of fat through the 
body. He reported the study to the 
New York Electrical Society. 


After this fat was eaten it went 


to the places where fat was stored. 
There it released an equal amount 
of fat, which was consumed in lieu 
of the newly eaten fat 


The new fat, while in storage, 


was rapily changed 
by chemical 


processes. 
Some of its carbon was 


removed. Its chemical bonds were 
altered, these bonds are the elec- 
trical links that bind atoms 
to- 


gether. 
A change in the 
bonds 


changes the atomic shape of 
the 


fat. 
After these chemical changes 


the fat was ready for consumption.
